And we can kea no good roa-
son why these varionus ecclesiastical divisions
should not work with the same zeal and nnity
for the attninment of a spiritual good that
distinguished the loyal armies of the republie
when, under the talismanic influence of a
Grant, llley marshnlled themselves in wniled
legions to sweep robellion from the face of
our country.

It is even doubted whether the millennial
morning will witness that denominational
union, fo much harped on by a few religious

What the age now demands is, the recogni-
tion of ecery man as Christ's whose immortal
nature bears Iis image and superscriplion,
without any particular reference to ereeds or
party differences; love and obedience being
the only tests of true and unfeigned loyalty.
Any sectarian standards ealenlated to keop
Christinn hearts apart should be frowned
down by an enlightened people as giving no
satisfactory evidence of divine appointment.

of accommodating about 50 persons, The
cost of it was about 3,000, On Sanday,
the Oth inst., it was opened for publie worship.

—Dr. Temple has been enthroned amid
much enthusiasm as Bishop of Exeter. Hin
sormon was in effoct an answer to those who
charged him with hersesy. In it he fairly
owned his acceptance of the Bible us con-
taining a revelation from God, of supreme
anthority so far as religions questions are
concerned. Dut he regards it as a question
open to discussion how far it is to be re-
garded as an infallible authority on uestions

—Bishop Bmith, of Kentucky, tho pre-
siding Episcopal Bishop in this country,
writes to the Hartford (Youreliman in defense
of the provincinl system, which the increas-
ing number of Episcopal dioceses seems te
reguire. He suggests seven provinces, of
which the Bastern should include eleven
dioceses—those of New England and New
York, He suggests that these provinces
should appoint the membors of the national
federate council, which should have the last
law-making power and should meet once in
ten years, nnd should then send its repre-
sentatives to a patriarchal counneil, to meet
also decenninlly at Lambeth,

—Dr, Maclay, Superintendent of the Me-
thodigt Migsions in Fah Chau, China, says
that the past year has been one of great pros-
perity. e thinke over 200 souls have been
converled, and the prospect for the future is
very cheering,

—The Presbyterian Mission has a female
normal kehool in. Mynpure, Northern India.
It has just sent out its first male teachers,
At first the givls refused to teach, as it was
considored bad enough for a woman to learn
to read, not to spenk of teaching. DBut the
lady principal instantly expelled the recusant
parties, and that brought them to terms,

—The progress of opinion in Portngal in
reference to religious freedom is very markad
in decisions of courls and articles of the
press.  An employe of the government was
tried at Fayal for teaching D'rotestant doe-
trines. The inferior court aequitted him. An
appeal was taken to the superior court; and
ngain the decision is in his favor, Mr. Cassels
also hus been neqnitted at Oporto, and hns
resumed tepceing the Tortngnese. A native
of Madeira—the Iev., Maonel Pires, from
America—an ordained minister of the Old
Schoul Presbyterians, hns just begnn preach-
ing to his conntrymen,

—During Oectober a Chilian Reformed
Chureh was organized in Valparaiso. [Five
native Christians confessed the Lord Jesus
Christ in a congregation of 80 to 100 persons,
mwost of them natives. At a public meeting
lately held in Santingo for the purpose of
ruising funds for a new Roman Catholic somi-
nory, the United States Minister, General
Kilpatrick, was present, and in his address
spid:—

“There was o time in the world’a history when g-
notauce and superstition went hand o hand, when
cduentien existed oply among the elergy and a cer-
fadn arlstocracy, and whoen the masses kuew of the
Hible merely what others taught them sparcingly.
Heppily, thoge times of ignorance have gune by, In
this work, gowtlemen, | am with you, With the
apen Bible, with oniversal eduoation aud suilfrsge,
1 con exclulm, with all my heatt, Forward, Chill!
Advauce in the path of glorg!”

I'his gentiment was received with prolonged
manifestations of applause, I'wo colporteurs
are employed in selling Bibles and tracts in
Chili.

The [ludependeni bas veceived quite full
accounts of the destruction of the royal idols
of Muda{;nsvar. There wera the property of
thie royal family and of the Government. The
idols of the chiefs and of the villages were
not disturbed; although the Queen answered
tothose who asked if she ieant to require
the destruction of other idols, that nothing
could give her greature pleasure, but that she
did not command it. Orders were given
gome time ago for their destruction, but the
keepers refused to obey, and intimated that
the idol possessed n power to poison its ene-
mies. When they came to the capital to
ussert their rights as nobles, she took ad-

vontege of the opportunity to send a
force of soldiers, who, on arriving
at the place, read the procluuation and

proceeded to execute their orders.  After
burning the appendages snd robes of the
idol, they proceeded to burn the idol itself,
when (he people spidi—**Yon eannot burn
him; he is a god!” To which the Chyistian
officer replied: —*°If he be 4 god, he will not
burn; we are going to try.,” And when eu-
veloped in flames one of them held it np on a
stick to show it was burning. This removes
one great obstacle to the spread of Christi-
anity. One effect wos the immedinte increase
of the village congregations. After thirty
ronrs of severe persecution, during which at

east 200 died and thousands suffered for |

their faith, the unwmbers of the Christinns
during that period had inoreased from losy
than 100 to 7000, At the close of 18GS,
soven yeors laler, the adherents to Christi-
anity exceeded 40,000; while in some parts of
the province their number has doubled dur-
ing the past year, The position of Mada-
gascar leads us to hope that ita conversion
and civilization will make it to the regions
of Africa which Dr. Livingstone has been
aopening up what England is to Eoarvope,
